Ottawa. Jan. 27. — (Canadian 
Prats)—Figures are now being 
prepared showing the result of 
last year's operation on the Gov¬ 
ernment railways, and will prob¬ 
ably be made public within a few 
days. If is sKpsoted that thsy will 
shew a deficit ef about sixty 
million dollars, including the 
Grand Trunk Paeifie. Thia is in 
comparison with a defieit ef ML* 
000,000 in the previous year. In 
both ossee, fixed chargee are com¬ 
prised in the defiict. 

The inereased deficit ie escribed 
chiefly to higher wages and de¬ 
ferred maintenance. During the 
war years th* roads could not be 
maintained at their usual stand¬ 
ard. Now improvements have to 
be made at considerably enhanced 
ooete. The increases granted in 
passenger and freight rates have, 
it is said* been more than taken 
up by inereased chargee for labor.

Berman reparations. The morning’s sitting of the Council was can-

regarding the French position as set forth yesterday by Paul 
Doumer, French Minister of Finance. 

Louis Loucheur, French Minister for Liberated Regions, con¬ 
ferred with Mr. Lloyd George this morning, continuing a private 
discussion they began last evening. 

Another of this morning's consul¬ 
tations was between Premiers Brland 
»nd Uoyd George. Count Sforxa, the 
Italian Foreign Minister, saw the 
British Premier before the arrival of 
If. Loucheur, as did Baron d’Abernon, 
the British Ambassador to Germany.

FACTIONS CLASH 

NEAR FLORENCE 


Berlin. Jan. 27.—Property of United 
States citizens In Germany which was 
taken under control by the German 
custodian of enemy property after 
the United States entered the war 
has been unconditionally released, 
said Dr. von Halmhausen, under¬ 
secretary for Foreign Affairs, yes¬ 
terday. Final settlement with the 
United States owners, however, has 
been impossible owing to the provis¬ 
ions of the Versailles Treaty, which 
stipulates that such settlement should 
be made through an international 
clearing house, and this operation 
can not be carried out until the Unit¬ 
ed States ratifies the Treaty or a new 
pact Is negotiated. 


London, Jan. 2*—A dispatch to 
The London Times, from Milan 
says that at Creclna, near Flor¬ 
ence, bands of Fastlsti and Bol¬ 
shevists clashed, and that six per¬ 
sona were Injured before the au¬ 
thorities stopped the fight Sev¬ 
eral arrests were made. The dis¬ 
patch adds that when the news of 
the affray reached Florence, 300 
Fastlsti fired on officials of the 
Bolshevik newspaper.

The use of compressed air was de¬ 
termined on, and a novel method was 
adopted. The use of air tight batch 
trunks was deckled on. The trunks 
consisted of a square steel structure, 
that dropped in the hatches, fitting 
at the top with a collar, with an air 
tight Joint that was secured to the 
top of the coaming. By this method 
compressed air was trapped between 
the hatch trunks and the sides of 
the ship, and. In a compartment 
treated by this method, an area ex¬ 
isted from bulkhead to bulkhead, and 
from one side of the ship to the 
other, that the compressed air had 
forced the water out of, down to 
the bottom of the trunks. This meant 
that the decks were never under 
greater pressure than the hydro¬ 
static pressure required to expel the 
amount of water that It was decided 
necessary to eject from the hulL The 
great advantage of this method was 
that as the ship came to the surface 
this condition was maintained, i©-, 
that the square of the hatch trunk 
remained as an immense safety valve, 
and as the hydrostatic pressure 
changed as the ship neared the sur¬ 
face, the pressure of the compressed 
air was reduced automatically by 
this tremendous safety valve. The 
decks were also subjected, at ttielr 
weakest point. L a, abreast of the 
hatches, to the least possible strain 
by leaving the hatches open, and 
having only, as a lever arm, the 
space from the side of the ship to 
the edge of the hatch. 

Then Re-Conditioned 

The ship was refloated and towed 
to Tadousac Bay and thence to Lau- 
son, Que., and subsequently to Mon¬ 
treal, where she was re-conditioned 
by Fraser Brace Shipyards LtiL, the 
work Including a complete overhaul 
and renewal where necessary.

Canadian Mariner at Halifax 
Did Not Touch Fourteen 
Knot Mark 

In view of the fact that the Cana¬ 
dian Winner, an 8,000 ton freighter 
built here at the Harbor Marine Ltd., 
for C. G. M. M. service touched over 
14 knots on her speed trials—the fol¬ 
lowing account of the trials of the 
Canadian Mariner, launched from the 
Halifax yards recently will be of In¬ 
terest. The account appeared ln the 
December Issue of Ship Building and 
Harbor Construction as follows: 

A Notable Event 

November 22 marked a moment¬ 
ous event in the history of Halifax 
as a Maritime port when the Canadian 
Mariner 8,390 tons, tne first steel ship 
to be built ln Halifax, and the largest 
steel ship ever constructed in the 
Maritime Provinces, went through a 
triumphant trial trip of more than 
sixty miles off the harbor, on ons 
leg of the Journey achieving .a speed 
of 12.8 knots. There was not the 
slightest hitch of any description, the 
machinery worked perfectly; and 
Maritime experts on board were 
unanimous in classing the test and 
the vessel as exceptional. 

The Canadian Mariner left the Dry 
Dock at a quarter past nine, fol¬ 
lowing to a large extent the course 
of the recent sphooner race. The 
crew consisted of some fifty men 
who work at the Halifax Shipyards. 
The man at the helm was Captain 
Leo Roberts, yard captain of the 
Shipyards, and frtmerly first mate 
on the cable ship Minis. who has 
been In charge of all trial trips from 
the Shipyards. G. W. Ofosson, super¬ 
intendent of engineering, while con¬ 
trol of the deck crew was In the 
hands of Charles Mitchell, rigging 
master. The passengers were con¬ 
fined to those directly interested In 
the result of the trial comprising C. 
E. MacLurg, manager of the Halifax 
Shipyards. Ltd.; Captain Dixon, 
representative of the Department of 
Marine; Captain Rudolph, harbor 
master; Captain Neil Hall, port 
warden; H. R. MacLelland* of N. E. 
MacLelland and Company, Montreal; 
Thomas Moon. Lloyd's Surveyor; N. 
A. Currie, steamboat Inspector; Cap¬ 
tain Murray Hatlfleld. assistant ma¬ 
rine superintendent of the Canadian 
Government Merchant Marine, who Is 
stationed ln Halifax for the Winter; 
O. C. Spence, representing Howden's 
Force Draught System; Mr. Ander¬ 
son. representing the Robb Engin¬ 
eering Company of Amherst, which 
supplied the main engine of the ves¬ 
sel; J. F. Paige, works manager at 
the Shipyards, and N. C. Flemming, 
chief draughtsman at the Shipyards. 
Some of the St. Paul's troop of Sea 
Scouts were on board. v 

What Leg Shewed

son, which Is perhaps the simplest 
yet roost illuminating record of the 
first trip of the Canadian Mariner:

12.8 knots was the highest speed 
touched, and the experts conceded 
that the vessel should be able te av¬ 
erage eleven knots an hour easily. 
The fact that she was not loaded 
yesterday and high above the water 
reduced her possible speed; nor 
were the engines driven at their ut¬ 
most. This lightness also accounted 
for a slight list. There was very 
little vibration from the engines. 

Like a Top 

The Canadian Mariner answered 
the helm with unusual readiness. 
"Like a top," Captain Rudolf enthu¬ 
siastically described It. She is fitted 
with Wilson Fieri© steering gear and 
has three methods of steering^— 
steam, the telemotor, which guides 
the gears controlling the rudder by 
pressure through tiny tubes filled 
with glycerine and water—and should 
these fail, there Is a wheel to be 
used by hand, complicated gearing 
making small and easy to manage. 
The Canadian Mariner Is fortunate In 
per ultra modern equipment, possess¬ 
ing among other things the Howden- 
Force draft system and the Crompton 
Aah hoist. There Is also a cold 
storage plant, an electric light plant, 
and an Ice-making machine.

AMERICAN FISHERY 
INTERESTS DISTURBED 

Say Japanese Cutting Market 
From Under Home 
Product 


An article in the Pacific Fisherman 
for January recites the case for the 
Pacific packers: 

For the last three years large 
quantities of Japanese codfish have 
been coming into Pacific Coast porta, 
duty free, and the American cod- 
fishing Industry of Alaska, built up 
through half a century of effort, is 
making a precarious struggle for ex¬ 
istence , it says. The Alaska salt 
herring Industry, which seemed to 
have a chance during the war. has 
been throttled by the competition of 
Imported herring, also duty free. The 
situation, which not only gives an 
immense advantage to the foreign 
commodities above mentioned, but 
also permits heavy Importations of 
canned (toll, crowding corresponding 
quantities of American products out 
of their home market. 

Competition In this latter line (s 
normally of no vast importance, as 
the duty on canned fish is adequate 
to keep out the cheaper and Inferior 
grades of foreign goods. At present 
rates of exchange, however, the duty 
is of no practical effect, and Ameri¬ 
can packers in various lines find 
themselves at a great disadvantage. 
Learning their lesson from the 
Southern California packers, tjie Jap¬ 
anese have lately added canned tuna 
to their fishery products, and are 
now taking the opportunity to make 
large shipments to the United States 
in competition with domestic tuna. 

Norwegian Industry 

This is of minor consequence com¬ 
pared with the sardine situation. 
The Norwegians, with the powerful 
commercial organisation of their In¬ 
dustry, have been quick to take ad¬ 
vantage of the opportunity, and with 
everything ln their favor have filled 
up the Jobbing trade on both coasts, 
and to some extent in the interior, 
with canned herring, brisling, and 
sardines of many descriptions, most 
of which compete directly with both 
California and Maine sardines. Under 
present conditions, despite the ex¬ 
isting tariff, they are able to land 
the goods at prices which American 
packers, with their high costs of 
labor and materials, cannot meet. 
Their sardines have been placed even 
at such points as Los Angeles and 
Seattle, the very oentkss^of domestic 
sardine and herring production, and 
strong advertising campaigns have 
been undertaken to establish their 
brands. At the same time Portuguese 
and other sardine producers are push¬ 
ing their products actively in Ameri¬ 
can markets, with the result that the 
California canneries are finding it 
necessary to shut down. 

The time now seems opnortune to 
see If adequate measures of protec¬ 
tion cannot be secured for all Ameri¬ 
can fishery products. Including cod¬ 
fish and herring, as well as sardines, 
tuna and other varieties. The new 
administration goes into office on a 
platform of the protection and up¬ 
building of American Industries, and 
may be expected to take energetic 
action along this line on behalf of 
the fisheries, whose welfare Is of 
vital concern to the nation in so many 
ways. Al aska, and the whole Pacific 
Coast, has vast fishery resource*, 
which can be opened up if given a 
measure of protection In the Ameri¬ 
can markets. If they are not given 
such protection they will be enor¬ 
mously retarded, and such depart¬ 
ments as the cod fishery, which are 
up against the cheap labor of the 
Orient, will be doomed.

On 
her next voyage she will be returned 
to her Saturday schedule, as by 
eliminating tMT extra Wilmington 
trip, she can catch up witiv her 
schedule. The Admiral Line has ex¬ 
pended close to $125,000 ln recondi¬ 
tioning this vessel. 

With the return of the President to 
the Southern route, the steamship 
Admiral Watson, whldh is due to-day 
from San Francisco, will be returned 
to the Southwestern Alaska service, 
and will sail for the North on Satur¬ 
day.

ORIENTAL WOMEN 
TO HOLD CONGRESS 


Plan to Campaign For Liber¬ 
ation of East 


London, Jan. 27.—The congress of 
Eastern peoples which was held at 1 
Baku ln September decided to under- 1 
take a campaign of agitation and 
propaganda among the Moham¬ 
medan women qf the EAst, says a 
tireless despatch from Mbscow quot¬ 
ing the Russian newspaper Pravda. 
Women delegates to that congress 
are declared to have urged a con¬ 
vention of another congress, to be 
composed exclusively of women of 
thr ifcWt. ' SoVftl RtiSsia would be 
represented''in such a congress by 
delegate* Trom Astrakhan, Turkestan, 
Daghestan and Azerbaijan. 

The purpose of the proposed cam¬ 
paign as defined by the newspaper 
would be to induce Eastern women; 
to “take their Places Ip the ranks ofi 
the qtHigglers rbr the liberation of the 
East.” 

To attain that object the congress 
of Eastern peoples decided to organ¬ 
ize women's guilds so as to carry on 
agitation among them and induce 
them ,to become associated with pub- 
Jic life and draw them away from the 
narrow interests of domestic life. 

The congress decided also to ask 
the clubs and schools to give wide 1 
scope to the agitation and propa¬ 
ganda among Moslem women. 

“It must be clear that the East has 
awakened, once Eastern women have 
removed the veil,” says the Pravda.
